3*  At  21:26,  the  Captain  of  the  Alrl Iner^^^H^ift  ■ Mecrhie, 
Tenneeeee,  directed  the  attention  of  Capt • i^^^BRTto  an  unusual 
object  flying  at  a tresendoue  epeedaoiy^a^ing  the  airliner  froc  the 
south  on  a north  heading*  Capt *4^||||P[^  focused  his  attention  on  the 
object  and  bpjth  crew  aeabers  observed  the  object  ae  it  passed  in  front
